PLANNING BOARD AND SELECTMEN 


TOWN COUNSEL TO 
SETTLE DISPUTE 


The Wilmington Planning Board, 
and TM Richard Henneberger to- 
gether with Lloyd Bender, Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen have 
in effect agreed that the Town 
Counsel should be the arbiter of 
the dispute over.a policy establish- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen 
which started last week, over the 
recording of votes taken’ during 
the meetings of the Planning Board, 

An hour long discussion, Tues- 
day night, in the Planning Board 
meeting, mainly between Planning 
Board Chairman A, Daniel Gillis 
and Lloyd Bender, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, resulted 
in the agreement, 

Bender several times stated that 
his sole purpose was the seeking 
of ‘better communication, co-op- 
eration, and co-ordination’ in the 
boards and committees of Wil- 
mington, 

Bender told the Planning Board 
that he was speaking solely at the 
direction of the Board of Select- 
men, and at the express invitation 
of the Town Manager, 

The Selectmen, several weeks 
ago, had voted as a policy for the 
various committees and boards.of 
Wilmington an open record of all 
votes, The one board to react neg- 
atively to this was the Planning 
Board, which unanimously voted 
a ‘No’ and sent a letter to the 
Town Manager saying so, It was 
this letter which brought Mr Bend- 
er to the meeting, with the express 
directions of the Board of Select- 
men to explain the policies and 
reasons of the Selectmen’ s attitude 

Bender and the Town Manager 
appeared at the meeting of the 
Planning Board just before 9 pm 
Tuesday, The discussion started 
almost immediately, 

Bender, after explaining that he 
was present, not of his own voli- 
tion,but as the result of a vote by 
the Selectmen and invitation of the 
Town Manager, said that one of

the weaknesses of our town govern- 
ment has been the lack of comm- 
unication and the lack of co-oper- 
ation, but that during the past 
several months there has been an 
obvious effort made to improve the 
relationships, 

A, Daniel Gillis, Chairman ofthe 
Planning Board, told Bender that 
there has been a notable increase 
in activity in the past year, and 
that in the past March Town Meet- 
ing it was noted that the Selectmen 
were taking individual stands on 
various issues, His reaction was 


‘I like it.’ 

Gillis said that he himself had

The telephone company ts not 
interested in leasing the building, 
A sale is desired, and within two 
or three weeks the company will 
be asking for bids, The company 
1s hoping to get $65,000 for the 
building, 

In a discussion in the Board of 
Library Trustees meeting, Tues- 
day night, Mrs Neilson, Mr Kel- 
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Electric costs to be lowered 


Joint action, initiated approxi- 
mately a year ago by the Reading 
and Wakefield Municipal Light De~ 
partments, has resulted in a re- 
duction in thw wholesale electric 
power rate paid by the two muni- 
cipal utilties to their supplier, the 
Boston Edison Company, it was 
announced this week, by the Read- 
ing Municipal Light Board, 

In announcing the cost reduction 
Reading Municipal Light Manager 
Kenneth E Gaw, speaking for the 
board, estimated that the saving 
to the Reading system would be 
about $100,000 annually, and tothe 
Wakefiled system $60,000 annually 
on the basis of the current pur- 
chases of power.

Both municipal departments are 
planning to pass on the savings to 
their customers as soon as the ne~ 
cessary local rate revisions are 
calculated, The Reading Municipal 
Light Department supplies Wil- 
mington, North Reading and a part 
of Lynnfield, in addition to Reading 

Although pleased by the reduc- 
tion, it is the opinion of officials 
of both the Reading and the Wake- 
field Municipal Light Departments 
that the wholesale rate reduction 
has not gone far enough, Negotia~ 
tions are continuing with the Bos- 
ton Edison for an additional rate 
reduction, 

This might be brought about, 
Gaw said, through proposed dras- 
tically revised interconnection fa- 
cilities which would give the two 
towns greater flexibility in hand- 
ling larger power loads and at the 
same time permit delivery of po- 
er at far lower rates, These steps 
would prepare the Reading and 
‘Wakefield utilities for projected 
increased loads, it was stated,

Every now and then, it seems, 
some suspicious person refuses 
to allow them to appraise a home, 
It has become sort of a door slam- 
ming game, with the two men on 
the outside, 

The law says that the home ow- 
ner does not have to admit an ap- 
praiser from the Board of As- 
sessors, The law then goes on to 
say that appraisers whoarere- 
fused admission shall then pro- 
ceed to appraise to the best of 
their ability, from the outside, 


This is what is called Sidewalk 
Appraising, Generally Speaking, 
a ‘Sidewalk Appraisal’ is higher 
in value than one made with actual 
knowledge, The men cannot afford 
to underestimate, 

Taxpayers who get tax bills 
based on Sidewalk Appraisals are 
Quite prone to storm the town or 
city hall, as the ease may be, de~ 
manding a cut in the bill, 

Then they are asked to sign a 
Paper, allowing an appraisal, If 
they do not sign they have nocase, 
It 1s either sign, or pay the money, 

The two men, incidently will be

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The death of Danny Dupras 


Danny Dupras would Have been 
20 years old next July, 

He was a well liked boy, who 
grew up in Wilmington, and who 
died last Thursday, in a Lowell 
hospital, as the result of an auto- 
mobile accident, 

According to his friends Danny 
was the victim of ‘over-compen- 
sation’, He was making up for the 
fact that he was a polio cripple 
by buying fast cars - and thenma- 
king them faster, 

Wilmington’s Chief of Police, 
Paul J Lynch, has another term 
for it. He says that Danny was 
‘an involuntary suicide’, 

Many Wilmington people can re- 
member when Danny Dupras was 
in the grade schools, in this town, 
He had to go on crutches, and it 
was a struggle for him to learn 
to walk, By the time he was in the 

h and sixth grades he was able 
lo get along with a cane, and by 
the time he was in High School he 
sometimes could get along without 
an artificial aid, But Danny was 
a polio victim - and his smiles, 
his good nature, did not hide the 
fact, 

When he was sixteen he bought 
his first car - a 1957 Plymouth, 
Since then ~ less than four years, 
he has owned four cars, each more 
powerful than its predecessor, 

The last car - the one that he 
was killed by, was a 1964 Cor- 
vette, 

He bought it last December, Tt 
had a 300 horsepower engine, He 
took out the carburetor, and put 
in a dual - four barreled substi- 
tute. He raised the cams in the 
engines, He stepped up that 300 
horsepower motor to 364 horse- 
power. 

There were boys who would not 
ride with Danny. He just drove 
too fast. He would take trips to 
Maine, to attend the stock car 
Taces, and sometimes he just had 
“to go alone, 

A week ago yesterday, speaking 
of his Corvette, Danny told Everett 
Aubrey, ofthe Charles River Breed 
ing Laboratories, that ‘the rear 
vend.was too light’, ° 
Danny was working at the Charles 
River as a technician, 

And a week ago yesterday he 
left, at the end of his days work, 
to go home, Mr, Aubrey just hap- 
pened to be the next man, who 
drove down Ballardvale Street. 


One hundred yards north of the 
remains of the old Tweed- Manning 
house was the Corvette - turned 
over. crushed,

No one knows how fast Danny 
was going, as he sped around the 
corner, but the skid marks in the 
grass ~ on the wrong side of the 
road ~ told the story. 

. Danny had turned the corner too 
sharply. He had found himself 


driying in the grass, on the left 
side of the road, The skid marks 
were 135 feet long, and ended at 
a lightpole. Danny had been thrown 
through the windshield, He landed 


55 feet further down the road, bro- 
ken and dying. 

It was Everett who sent the next 
passerby for the ambulance, It was 
he who could reflect on the state- 
ment made less than 24 hours 
previously, about the rear end 
being too light. 

But it was Danny Dupras who 
died - an ‘Involuntary Suicide’ 
the Chief says,

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Selectmen’s Meeting 


Lloyd Bender, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, announced 
Monday evening’that a letter from 
the combined Boards of Selectmen 
of Wilmington, North Reading and 
Lynnfield has been sent to the 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment, The letter requests a meet- 
ing with Reading Light officials 
on May 11, at 8 pm in the Lynn- 
field Town Hall. 

The letter mentioned specific 
‘problem’ areas for discussion, 
which, it said, had been brought 
to light by the Power Study - Util- 
ity Committees of the towns, 
‘Dissatisfaction with service and 
street lighting? and an ‘inability 
to obtain sufficient information’ 
were pointedly suggested in the 
letter as problems necessitating 
discussion. 

The request for the meeting may 
be said to be the culmination of 
months of study by the Power 
Study committees of the three 
towns, who seek to bind the three 
towns together for comined nego- 
tiations with Reading Light, The 
move to bind the towns together 
was initiated by the Selectmen of 
Wilmington, who have been dis-

Appointments 

Appointments for a Community 
Action Advisory Committee and for 
a Building Code Advisory Board 
of Review were on the agenda for 
the meeting, Monday night, 

The Selectmen are responsible 
for appointing the Community Ac- 
tion Committee, and the Town 
Manager for’ the Building Code Ad- 
visory Board, 

Paul Niles asked for a week to 
consider the appointments to the 
Community Action Committee. O- 
ther members agreed, since none 
had had adequate time to prepare 
lists of nominees, 

TM Richard Henneberger told 
the board that the Town By-Laws 
prescribe the appointment of a 
lawyer, a civil engineer, a builder, 
(with ten years experience) anda 
member of the Planning Board to 
the Building Code Advisory Com- 
mittee. He asked for suggestions. 

Miceli nominated Atty James 
McCann, saying that Mr McCann 
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had contributed long service tothe 
town over the years, 

‘Over how many years? He hasn’t 
lived here that long!’ fired Mrs 
Drew, 

‘Nine years, at least’ Miceli 
responded, 

‘I didn’t think he had been here 
that long!’ Mrs Drew declared, 

‘Look,’ Miceli explained, ‘all I 
am trying to do is suggest some 
new names’ 

Miceli went on to nominate Wil- 
Iam Caperci of Birchwood Road, 
a state engineer, and Emil Berger 
of the Planning Board, 

Mrs Drew wanted. to know what 
Berger did, Miceli saidhe worked 
for Avco, in the Missile Division, 

Bender then suggested that the 
appointment of the Planning Board 
member should wait until the mat- 
ter could be discussed with chair- 
man Daniel Gillis, Mrs Drewthen 
put in the name of Chesley Black, 
a builder, into nomination, 

Bender suggested that the Town 
Manager add some more names to 
the list, and come back with his 
recommendations next Monday, 


MAPC 

Mrs Madelyn McKie, of the Plan- 
ning Board, was present to makea 
report on the Metropolitian Area 
Planning Council, in which she re- 
presents Wilmington. She had just 
recently attended a conference, 

(Her report appears elsewhere 
in this paper.) 

Niles asked Mrs McKie if the 
Wilmington Planning Board was 
Planning anything in the future 
which could mkae going to the 
MAPC advantageous. Mrs McKie 
repplied that the fact that the Board 
is working on a Master Plan would 
certainly be of advantage to the 
town, in seeking assistance from 
the MAPC,

Hatch Act Violation 

Conservation Commission Co- 
Chairmen William Childs and Mrs 
George Robertie reported to the 
Board, on what they said wasa vio-~ 
lation of the Hatch As oe Woburn 

treet, near Jenks’ Bridge. 

The violation consisted of filling 
in a portion of the Hundred Acre 
Meadow, the Ipswich River Water- 
shed, without having a prior filing 
of a petition with the State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 

Childs said he felt the board 
should be apprised of the situation 
since a report had already been 
made to the state by a patrolman 
of the Dept, of Natural Resources, 

Childs and Mrs Robertie said 
that they felt that the violation, 
committed by an individual filling 
on his own property, was the result 
of inadequate public information on 
the provisions of the Hatch Act. 

Bender suggested that the Con- 
servation Commission might dis- 
seminate information on the Hatch 
Act through the local newspaper. 
Niles added that the Building Ins- 
pector should be instructed to in- 
form all builders of the provisions 
of the act, at the time that they 
take out.building permits, 

Abatements 

Abatements of taxes in the form 
of Betterments, on road construc- 
tion, were granted to Melvin Bloom 
of North Street, and EverardGrain 
of Dadant Drive, Mr. Bloom lives 
on the corner of Dadant Drive, 

Grain was given an abatement 
for 100 feet, as he has a home on 
a corner of the drive, His abate- 
ment amounts to $610.77. 

Mr Bloom was given an abate- 
ment for 50 of the 100 feet he has 
on Dadant Drive, which amounted 
to $305.99, 

Mr Miceli spent several minutes 
discussing the Bloom abatement, 
‘Saying that he wanted to be certain, 
Mr, Niles suggested, after a while, 
that the Principal Assessor was 
present in the building, and could 
give the facts, and the TM left the 
room, came back with a tax map, 
and showed the Selectmen that 
Bloom has 100 feet frontage on 
Dadant Drive, and that further, 
living on a street built with tax 
money he was entitled to half the 
distance, or 50 feet, 

That stopped the discussion,

Gravel 

The removal of gravel from four 
lots of land in Hathaway Acres ex- 
tension brought out a difference of 
opinion among the Selectmen, 

Mr Childs of the Conservation 
Commission told the Chairman 
that Danny Gillis of the Planning 
Board was requesting that the re- 
moval of gravel from the four lots 
be stopped, 

The lots were set aside as pos- 
sible future playground - {fthe town 
should buy them at a future date, 

Selectman Miceli was in favor 
of revoking the permit which had 
been given to'A P Rounds, the de- 
veloper last summer, and which 
was renewed only a short time ago, 

Selectman Niles objected, saying 
that the board could not revoke a 
previously granted permit, without 
investigation, 

Miceli said that the permit had

No one seconded Micel!, Bender 
then instructed the TM to have an

Bridges 

Miceli asked if there were any

Bender reported that he and the 
TM and Rep, Fred Cain had visited

Bender reported a complaint

Bender’s reply to this was that 
the distinct advantage of recording 
of votes was that it precluded 
‘popular voting’ in which members 
of boards switch, later on, after 
having made a vote, ‘You have seen 
it, and so have L’ 

‘We are in a community,’ he 
said,.‘Your vote has a dramatic 
impart, There is a moral obliga- 
tion to stand up and be counted.’ 

Dr, Emil Berger interjected with 
a hypothetical question; ‘Assume,’ 
he said, ‘that the individual votes 
of a Planning Board member are 
contrary to the Selectmen’s des- 
ires, Can he be removed?’ 

Bender assured Berger that this 
was not the case, The Planning 
Boafd, he said, was appointed by 
the Town Manager, ‘and if he can 
be so persuaded, then he should 
be removed,’ 

The Board of Selectmen, he said, 

‘has no more authority over you 
than you have over the Board of 
Selectmen.’ 
. Bender had ahumorous illustra~ 
tion to the effect that if a board 
voted four to one - which Berger 
grabbed, and said, ‘then the four 
members should be removed!’ Ev~ 
eryone laughed, 

Bender read excerpts ofthe sta~ 
tutes, Chapter 39 of the General 
Laws, having to do with Open Meet- 
ings, He deferred to James Banda, 
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an attorney, and asked, ‘Wouldn't 
this be applicable?? 

Banda, a former chairman, said 
that the law applied only toelected 
boards. He said that the Planning 
Board had had ‘an unfortunate 
experience last fall.’ The firs 
Question was, when the Selectmen 
had visited, ‘How dideach member 
vote?’ ‘It left a bad taste in my 
mouth!’ 

‘I don’t see where your board 
has an authority to set policy for 
our board,’ said Banda. 

October 15th 

Bender answered by saying that 
October 15th of last year was the 
date to which Mr. Banda referred, 

On that day, he said, Mrs Drew, 
Mr Niles, the Town Manager and 
‘myself’ visited the Planning Board 
because of the question of whether 
the Planning Board had voted on 
the Barbo Rezoning, 

“The first question was, ‘Have 
you voted?’’’ Bender said, ‘The 
second question was ‘What is the 
vote?’ and having got noresponses 
from the Planning Board, the third 
question was ‘Do you need more 
time?’’* 

Pontius Pilate 

“I think several members ofthe 
Planning Board were unhappy over 
the ‘No Report?” Bender said, 
“Yet there was a Pontius Pilate 
attitude, a washing of hands,” 

‘Speaking for the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, and expressing their view, 
I see it that the primary purpose 


of this policy is to preclude a re- 
happening of last October 15th, 
where a Town Meeting was preven- 
ted from- publicly voting om an 
important community Issue,” 

‘The very fact that youare being 
asked to stand up and be counted 
makes you above reproach,’ 

« ‘In my own board members have 
voted unanimously, and then stood 
up in Town Meeting and voted other 
wise, A public record makes it a 
Uttle more difficult to do this,’ 

Berger again objected, ‘Once 
this policy is established and main 
tained there could be inherent 
dangers,’ 

Bender; ‘One of the means of 
elimination of cliques or groups 
‘is by the complete Open Meeting!’ 
-- ‘The public business is public, 
and should be, The same conditions 
-apply to all of us,’ 

Berger: ‘The Planning Board is 
now writing a set of by-laws for 
the conduct of its members, We 
will take this into consideration.’ 
» The subject drifted to the meet- 
ing of Thursday, with Planner Sam 
Snow, after which Gillis went back 
to the principal subject, saying: 
‘The Board of Selectmen is doing 
more than it has in years - lam 
happy that we are working together’ 

He mentioned two statements by 
Selectman Paul Niles, 1.e,, ‘I will 
always vote against things which 
take away the vote of the individual’ 
and his statement in the March 
Town Meeting, on.the question of 
the Town Clerk’s article. 

‘Last Saturday and Sunday I sat 
down and read everything I could 
find - every bit of law - could find 
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nothing - I checked through the 
City Manager’s hand book. On page 
61 it states ‘Commissions should 
enjoy considerable freedom,’ 

‘Basically, there is an issue here 
~ you Say a four to one vote - and 
if you don’t conform most of the 
time, you are out of the board.’ 

Bender: ‘No - that’s not what I 
said’ *You are taking out of 
context.’ Bender then citeda‘class 
ical illustration’ of a man who had 
attended two meetings out of 25 - 
and then at the two he attended he 
he had added more to the problem 
than he added to the solution ofthe 
problem, by his ranting and raving, 
‘He should have been removed - 
and he wasn’t, His term was allow- 
ed to expire,’ 

‘Again,’ he said, ‘it’s a matter of 
conscience, and, I repeat, not a 
directive. 

‘What we are doing is asking 
for your co-operation, so we can 
help our communtiy,’ 

Henneberger spoke upto say that 
‘Whenever a policy is that of the 
Board of Selectmen, it should also 
be a policy of the Town Manager.’ 

Gillis; I don’t think that the dir- 
ective was directed at us -- but 
T have a feeling it is an infringe- 
ment on an individual’s rights.’ 

Bender: ‘We don’t know what’s 
going on, in boards and committees 
unless we have some communica- 
tion, We are not here to harass, 
but to act, and to participate in 
decisions, -- The Board of Select- 
men is attempting to co-operate 
and co-ordinate with the other com 
mittiees, so that we will all know 
what is going on,’ 

Gillis; ‘I don’t think they realize 
the implication of the depth of the 
vote, Would you please take this 
back and restate it, -- to go along 
with the Open Meeting Law, and to 
reconsider going back to the Town 
Manager, and his letter to us?’ 

We have anagressive Town Man 
ager now ~ not a Bumponthe Log!’ 

Bender; ‘Would you be agreeable 
to a solicitation of opinion of the 
Town Counsel?’ 

Gillis: ‘Certainly, Iwould rather 
get the opinion of the Town Counsel 
through the Selectmen,’ 

Banda; ‘We already have an op- 
inton of the Town Counsel - Mr 
Buzzell, on Open Meetings - he 
wrote on that point some time ago, 
when I was last chairman - or 
was it before that?’ 

There was a question from Mr 
Bender, and Banda answered that 
‘I believe it was in 1965,’ 

Bender: ‘Perhaps it preceded the 
new amendment to the Open Meet- 
ing Law - a new opinion would be 
good for both boards,’

The Indians, or other aborigines 
of eastern Massachusetts left be-~ 
hind them traces of three cultures, 
called Ancient, Woodland, and Late 
Woodland. 

The Ancient Culture ended some 
time before the beginning of the 
Christian era, in the old World, 

From then to a date of about 
1000 A.D. the culture of the na- 
tives has been called the ‘Wood- 
land’, 

Starting roughly at about the time 
that the Norsemen visited this 
world, and lasting until the time of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony, the 
culture is called ‘Late Woodland’, 

The Woodland and Late Woodland 
cultures are those of the Indians, 
and presumably the Ancient culture 
is also Indian, but noone can prove 
this, for there is no description of 
the people who lived here over 2000 


years ago.

Most of the arrowheads and other 
artifacts found in Wilmington are of 
the Woodland and Late Woodland 
cultures, The Indians who livedon 
Buck’s Hill, where the Wildwood 
School is today, were of these two 
cultures - artifacts of both have 
been found in profusion, 

Elsewhere in Wilmington Wood- 
land and Late Woodland artifacts 
have been occasionally found, The 
writer classifies most of these as 
being ‘strays’ - no definite clew 
as to Indian habitation inthe neigh- 
borhood, 

Recently - three or four years 
ago, a set of artifacts from the 
Ancient culture were found on a 
lawn, on Cedar Crest Ave. by Bob 
Lowry, Bob had just bought his 
home, and was raking the lawn, 
when he discovered an ancient ax 
and a wood chisel, both made, of 
course, of stone, 

The two artifacts were classified 
as Ancient, Presumably they were 
left by an artisan who had been 
making a dug-out canoe, on the site, 
Several thousand years ago Lub- 
bers Brook was wider than it is now 
and the small pond, known as Cedar 
Pond, was an estuary of that brook.

working, making a canoe, It was 
from that place that he took a trip 
to try out his new boat, and from 
Which he never returned - leaving

When the youngster discovered 
an artifact behind his home, Fri- 
day, Link called the Town Crier, 
and it was identified as being of 
the Ancient culturé probably over 
2000 years old, 

The fishing-spear head, Link 
was told, was probably an isolated 
speciman, and nothing to get ex- 
cited over. It was found at a spot 
which was at least 200 yards from 
the nearest water of the old brook, 
* Link, not being satisfied, took 
the artifact to the Archeological 
Museum at Philips- Andover Aca~- 
demy. There it was dated as being

INFORMATION ON THE TOWN DUMP 


The Wilmington Town Dump is located in the 
southerly part of the town, off Main Street, and ad- 
jacent to the Woburn City line. 


The land is owned by Mr Clarence Spinazola, © 
who is also the contractor. 


The Wilmington Board of Health is the con- 
tracting agency for the town, and supervises the 
operation of the dump. 


The contractor is allowed to burn once weekly, 
waste from industry which is conducive to fast burning. 
Garbage is not allowed at the dump, and therefore 
should not be mixed in with the rubbish. The contract 
also excludes boulders, trees, and wrecked buildings, 
These, however, will be accepted ona private contract 
basis with the owner, 


Dumping out of town rubbish, or waste, is strictly 


The dump is open Tuesdays through Sundays from 
9:00 AM to 4;00 PM, but is closedon Mondays, and on 


Trucks or vehicles used for transporting rubbish 
should be tight, and securely covered with a canvas 
or other suitable cover to prevent the scattering of 
rubbish about the streets, or on private premises, 


The town does not collect rubbish, It is the 
responsibility of the homeowner to make provisions 


for the collection. 


Rubbish may not be used for fill, without the 
prior approval of the Board of Health.

Most everyone in their lifetime 
has. come in contact with the Red 
Croos at one time or another, and 
they know the benefits and value 
of it, and the cost of sustaining 
the program rests squarely on 
the shoulders of everyone within

The Vietnam crisis is currently. 
costing the American National Red 
Croos $9 million annualy inexcess 
of their planned expenditures and 
the local chapter assessment is 
over $9,500,000 to cover their 
proportionate share, It takes a 
community effort to financially 
support the services of such a 
world wide organization that is 
mainly operated by volunteer wor- 
kers, It would be financially im- 
possible to operate the Red Cross 
program as it stands now without 
these volunteers and it is greatly 
dependent upon them, 

The Greater Lowell Red Cross 
‘offers many services including the 
Blood Program, which continually 
benefits many residents and em- 
ployees of Wilmington, and the 
Water Safety courses which al 
annually conducted at Silver Lak 

The Service to Military Families 
Program is the connecting link 
betweert home and the serviceman 
when other resources break down 
and aids Veterans in securing 
benefits when the need arises, A 
new disaster Program is being 
initiated complete with a vehicle 
and radio communication system 
which will assist Police and Fire 
officials during a disaster, and 
there is the Motor Corps service 
which transports patients to hospi- 
tals and clinics in Boston and other 
areas, and other programs such 
as offering First Aid Courses to 
industry and to the General Public 

The need for continuing Red 
Cross service is essential and it 
can only be financed by the gen- 
erous contribution of dedicated 
people who realize the importance 
of maintaining it.
